“The remedy,” he declared, “may 
come, not from the heated contro- 
versies, but from the cool recesses 
of an educational institution. The 
University can be instrumental in 
showing the futility of attempting 
to solve this difference by hatred 
and force.” 

Mr. Finkel, who conferred with 
university officials and talked with 
teachers and students, said that 
both the faculty and student body 
at the university are determined 
not to permit the situation in Pal- 
estine in any way to affect their 
plans and their work. There are 
no Arab students at the university 
—probably because would-be stud- 
ents feared reprisals from other 
Arabs—but ‘the doors of the insti- 
tution are open to all. 

One of the things the university 
lacks, Mr. Finkel said, is a campus 
life. _There is little of organized 
athletics. The students are too 
busy. Many have to work for a 
living, and a number get their ex- 
ercise hauling bricks to build the 
new medical center on Mount Scop- 
pus, And then there is no dormitory 
—although one will be built some 
day when the $100,000 necessary 
is provided by some benevolent per- 
son—and students must live where- 
ever they can and commute to 
classes every day. There is. a club- 
house with a cafeteria and assem- 
bly hall, but little student life as 
compared with American colleges. 

The university has a_ student 
body of 779—731 regular students 
and 48 research students—and a 
faculty of 120. Ten of the students 
are from the United States, most 
of them from New York, one from 
Hartford and one from Pennsyl- 
vania. The instructors include 
three Americans—Prof, Mordecai 
Kaplan, Dr. Alexander Dushkin

Christians Conduct Voluntary Campaign For Jewish Drive 


AN interesting sidelight on goodwil] from 

Christian to Jew is revealed by a letter from 
Rabbi Mordecai M. Thurman, of Wilmington, 
North Carolina, published in The Southern Israel- 
ite, of Atlanta, Ga. The letter is self-explana- 
tory, and more reassuring than any other single 
indication in years. 

“While we were announcing in the papers our 
plans for the United Jewish Appeal, an outstand- 
ing non-Jewish attorney, Mr. David Sinclair, ap- 
proached me on the street one day and said; 
‘Rabbi, I notice in the papers that you will launch 
a drive for the relief of persecuted Jews in some 
parts of Europe, and also for the rehabilitation 
and settlement of Jewish people in Palestine. 
Have you considered s@liciting from the non- 
Jewish people of Wilmington? I feel confident 
that if they were approached they would be only 
too happy to aid you in your humanitarian work. 
We Christians know that there is not a cause to 
which Jews do not contribute, whether in Wilm- 
ington or anywhere else, and we want to share 


some of your responsibilities with you.’ 

“T told Mr. Sinclair that I would talk the mat- 
ter over with the Appeal committee. We decided 
that if Mr. Sinclair would organize a non-Jew- 
ish committee to solicit funds from our Christian 
friends and neighbors it would be satisfactory to 
us. Mr. Sinclair immediately organized a Non- 

aJewish Committee for the United Jewish Appeal, 

with himself as chairman, and I am happy to write 
you that a very fine contribution was made by 
this committee to our fund. At the mass meet- 
ing which opened our drive, speeches were made 
by three non-Jews in addition ‘to Mr. Sinclair; 
the Mayor (Thomas E. Cooper), Father J. A. 
Manley, and Rev. Mortimer Glover. 

“I do not know whether definitely organized 
non-Jewish soliciting committees have been set 
up in other communities or in other parts of the 
country, but we are very proud of this manifesta- 
tion of goodwill and fine fellowship. The impor- 
tant thing is that it was altogether voluntary on 
the part of our non-Jewish friends. This is, in- 
deed, brotherhood on the march.” 


A Suggestion For Jewish Unity—III 


STRICTLY PRIVATE 

i N comment on a public suggestion by the Hon. 

Alfred M. Cohen, president of the B’nai B'rith, 
Dr. Cyrus Adler has let it be known that he 
thinks that the chance of forming a central, au- 
thoritative body to speak for American Jewry (in 
matters of defense of Jewish rights) are “ex- 
tremely slim,” although he is willing to have a 
try at organizing an enlarged Joint Consultative 
Council. He thinks it is more important to have 


an agreement that Jewish organizations should 
refrain from attacking one another; any desire 
to have a Jewish public organization change its 
methods and policy “should be done by private 
representation and not by public attack.” 

The anonymous writer of editorials sent out 
to the Anglo-Jewish press by the new Seven Arts 
Syndicate, who uses the quaint name of “Simon 
A. Feate,” says that “this is not only an expres- 


sion of good taste, but one of great political im-~ 


portance.” What is suggested is that public org- 
anizations ‘should be privately communicated with 
in case it is desired to have them change their 
course, or if there is any criticism to offer of 
their conduct. Anything that may be said pub- 
licly is regarded, as a matter of course, as un- 
seemly “recrimination.” Each organization is en- 
titled to its own ideology and methodology, and 
if anybody does not like what it is doing, let him 
drop a line to the officers, asking them to give 
thoughtful consideration to the privately com- 
municated criticism. The “amenities” require 
tact, considerateness, and avoidance of the ex- 
pression of sharp differences of opinion. 

All of this may be of importance if one could 
depend upon the probability that the private crit- 
icism would bring about even a private discussion. 
But it is hardly to be expected that public org- 
anizations that conduct their affairs in executive 
session will give any serious thought to criticism 
of their policies, expressed by persons or organ- 
izations foreign to their ideas, experience and 
purposes. Most likely, private criticism will find 
its way into the private wastebasket. 

Dr. Adler’s response to Mr. Cohen’s invita- 


tion to form a united front may be in “good 
taste,” but in effect, it purposes a banning of all 
public discusssion of Jewish problems and differ- 
ences, or, at any rate, it leaves open for such 
public discussion only abstract and general mat- 
ters. 

What is needed in American Jewish life, how- 
ever, is a forum in which the various policies and 
methods of various public organizations may be 
subjected to the scrutiny and the analysis of a 
clearing house, in which would be included all 
Jewish interests. Unless such a clearing house is 
created, it is impossible, without an effective sup- 
pression of freedom of speech, to establish order 
and discipline in Jewish life. The English Jewish 
community is conservative enough. The Jews of 
England are fearful of public discussion of their 
internal affairs. At the same ‘time, in the Board 
of Deputies there is the semblance of a parlia- 
ment under reasonable control, in which a large 
variety of Jewish matters are given the benefit 
of general discussion. In the London Jewish 
Chronicle, there will be found, from time to time, 
discussions of public matters far more sharply 
than would be permitted in accordance with the 
rule of “good taste” ‘that Dr. Adler would like to 
establish in the United States. The London Jew- 
ish Chronicle is the mirror of the life of the Jews 
in England. It does not hesitate to provoke dis- 
cussion in the public interest. There is more of 
order and discipline in English Jewry than there 
is in American Jewry. What is being done in 
England could be adapted to American conditions. 
Certainly it is not necessary in order to avoid 
the embarrassment that certain people exper- 
ience whenever Jewish matters are given a pub- 
lic exposure, to put the clamp of silence upon the 
public discussion of public institutions. 

It will be of interest to observe the unanimity 
which will be given to Dr. Adler’s suggestion in 
the editorials of the Anglo-Jewish weeklies, 
which, in many cases, will use the endorsement of 
his views by the gentleman whose by-line @di- 
torially is “Simon A. Feate.”—The New Pales- 
tine. 


Comments On Current Topics 


From A Report On Economic Bias By Rabbi 
J. X. Cohen, Before The American Jewish Cong- 
ress Convention in Washington.—The Commission 
has established relations with thirty-two New 
York Savings Banks and hopes as a result of its 
negotiations to bring about an improvement in 
the employment situation there. 

In the insurance field, where. an investigation 
is now in progress, negotiations are being con- 
ducted with the Metropolitan and Equitable Life 
Insurance Companies with a view to correcting 
a policy which admits Jews to the sales personnel, 
but virtually excludes them from office positions, 
regardless of their qualifications. 

Considerable study has been given to the em- 
ployment policies of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and its affiliate, the New 
York Telephone Company. As a result of the 
negotiations of the American Jewish Congress, 


the question of discrimination against Jews was 
taken up at a President’s Conference of the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Company held in 
October, 1987. Several presidents claimed that 
they had not been aware that the problem existed, 
while others admitted that they were familiar with 
it, contending, however, that it was not “a real 
problem.’”” The president of the parent company 
advised his associates against permitting person- 
nel managers to reject Jewish applicants because 
of prejudice. Shortly thereafter, one of the de- 
partments of 'the New York Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company broke a long-standing precedent 
by engaging a Jewish applicant. 

In a number of investigations, charges made 
against such firms as the Frigidaire Division of 
the General Motors Corporation, the Regal Shoe 
Company, and the Bar Association were found to 
be without basis.

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BIRTHDAY BIOGRAPHIES 


Adventurous Charles Sterne Rauh Dis- 
plays Leadership and Versatility 








Back in the closing days of the 
last century, when flags waved 
and bands played to the theme 
of “Remember the Maine” 
Charles Sterne Rauh wanted to 
be a soldier and, presumably, 
help Teddy Roosevelt ride up San 
Juan Hill. Watchful parents, not 
so impressed with the “jingo pat- 
riotism” of the day, forestalled 
that ambition by packing the em- 
bryo general off to Culver Mili- 
tary Academy where during 1898 
and 1899 his militaristic impulses 
found expression in colorful, but 
bloodless dress parades. : 

From Culver, Mr. Rauh went, 
in 1900, to Purdue, where he was 
promptly dubbed “Rowdy”. The 
nickname, we are assured, sprang 
from the pronounciation of his 
name, and not from any over- 
exuberance of undergraduate 
spirits. On the Purdue campus 
he was active in a wide leld of 
endeavor. He was a member of 
organizer of the Tennis Club, di- 
Phi Delta Theta fraternity, an 
organizer of the Tennis Club, di- 
rector of the Glee Club and Man- 
dolin Club, and one of the found- 
ers of the old Minstrel Club 
which later became the Harlequin 
Club. A prominent figure in Boil- 
ermaker athletics of the day, he 
served as captain of the Phi 
Delta Theta baseball team, was 
manager of athletics for his 
class, and helped organize the 
Lafayette polo league. 

With a degree as Bachelor of 
Science in agriculture, “Rowdy” 
was graduated with the class of 
1904 and left the up-state campus 
to begin his business career “at 
the bottom” with the E. Raph 
and Sons Fertilizer Co. Promo- 
tion in the chemical division of 
the company 'was rapid for the 
young Purdue grad and 1908 
found him as chief chemist in 
charge of the laboratory. In 
1910 he was made superintendent 
of all departments. He became 
assistant office manager and 

sales manager in 1914 and in 1916 





CHARLES S. RAUH 


assumed the presidency of the 
company. 

In 1926 he was named execu- 
tive vice-president of the Belt 
Railroad and Stock Yards Co., 
advancing to his present post as 
president in 1929. He is a direc- 
tor of the Indiana National 
Bank, the Union Trust Co., Egry 
Register Co., Continental Steel 
Corporation, and other institu- 
tions, 

His hobbies and _ diversions 
have the wide range of a true 
cosmopolite. He plays golf, likes 
almost all athletics, is an ardent 
amateur photographer. A patron 
and lover of music, he formerly 
played first violin in the Indian- 
apolis Symphony Orchestra. 

He is a member of the Ind- 
ianapolis Athletic Club, Broad- 
moor Country Club, Highland 
Golf and Country Club, Athan- 
eum, Indianapolis Hebrew Cong- 
regation, and B’nai B'rith. 

In 1982 and 1937 he was chair- 
man of the Jewish Welfare Fund 
Campaign. At the present time 
.he is a member of the Board of 
Directors.

Schulte, Indiana, was appoint- 
ed when James B. Mullen, repre- 
senting the National Maritime Un- 
ion, asked at a committee hearing 
what the word meant and no one 
could answer properly. 

Mr. Mullen, although testifying 
in favor of the bill, expressed fears 
that unless the definition were 
clear, it might be wsed against 
labor unions. A representative of 
the Army and Navy Union also 
supported the bill. 

The committee reported receipt 
of petitions and protests from Con- 
necticut against the establishment 
of a camp at Southbury by the pro- 
Nazi German-American Bund. 








Dodd Resignation Is 
Seen As Policy Change

BERLIN — William E. Dodd, 
United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, who officially announced his 
resignation from the post, will be 
replaced by Hugh R. Wilson, As- 
sistant Secretary of State, and 
some observers in Washington see 
in the shift implications of a ma- 
jor change in policy toward Nazi 
Germany. It was pointed out that 
the replacing of Mr. Dodd, who 
has been deeidediy unpopular with 
tht Nazis, follows a milder atti- 
tude on the part of Great Britain.

While Christian New Testament 
scholars admit the impossibility of 
reconstructing a reliable picture of 
Christ on the basis of the Gospels,

To the 
Jew, Hillel is not “greater” than 
Isaiah, nor is the latter “greater” 
than Moses, but all three are links 
in the chain of the development of 
Jewish monotheism and Jewish 
ethics. This is why they are re- 
versed as teachers. But this is how 
far the Jew will go in paying tri- 
bute to his great men. He will, 
however never consent to attribute 
to them “godlikeness”; for God, to 
the Jew, is not only One but also 
Unique, which implies that no man 
ever can attain even a minute part 
of Divinely Unique Perfection. 

A Jewish witticism suggests that 
the Jews do not accept Christ be- 
cause no Jew will admit that an- 
other Jew attained divinity. There 
is a deep philosophy contained in 
this, the philosophy of uncomprom- 
ising monotheism, To the Jew, God 
is the eternal enigma. “We shall 
never know what God is”, has been 
the watchword of Jewish religious 
teachers and philosophers through 
the ages. Jesus, however, taught 
“as the Father knoweth me, even 
so I know the Father.” Maimon-

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9,000 American 
Jews Now Live 
In Holy Land

JERUSALEM —An_ $80,000,00€ 
stake in the well-being of Pales- 
tine is revealed by a Jewish Tele 
graphic Agency survey of Ameri- 
can financial interests in the Holy 
Land. This total includes nearly 
$50,000,000 in business investmen 
and more than $30,000,000 in con: 
tributions toward the upbuilding of 
the Jewish National Home and to 
ward religious, cultural and wel 
fare activities. 

Ten thousand Americans are liv- 
ing in Palestine, 9,000 of the 
Jews. It was also learned that in 
the past year there has been 
rapid increase in Jewish emigra 
tion from Palestine to the United 
States, which is now proceeding at 
the rate of 100 persons a month, 
three times as great as a year ago. 

The figures for American busi- 
ness investments are minimums. 
They comprise holdings definitely 
located, and the actual total] may 
be several million dollars higher. 
Figures for donations and contribu- 
tions also may be several million 
dollars short of the real total, bear- 
ing in mind particularly the large 
amounts of American contributio 
sent to Palestine before the World 
War. 

About 80 per cent of the Amer- 
ican business investment in Pales- 
tine has been made by American 
Jews, whose holdings, according to 
the American Economic Commit- 
tee for Palestine, total at least 
$39,400,000, distributed as follows: 
land and buildings, $17,650,000; 
citriculture, $9,400,000;  invest- 
ments, $4,400,000; mortgages, $4,- 
850,000; industry and handicraft, 
$1,950,000; commerce, transport 
and service businesses, $1,150,000. 

For this year, American Jewish 
contributions to Palestine will total 
about $2,000,000, half of which is 
for Zionist activities. American 
enterprises not primarily Jewish 
have invested and contributed more 
than $8,000,000 in Palestine, dis- 
tributed as follows:
